to a botanical order Ebenancae, so 
named because of several

Professor J. Troop, entomologist at

Purdue 
university 
experiment 
station,

CHINA HOPEFUL OF 
EARLY END OF WAR 


Movement Looking to Peace is 


Now Under Way. 


Peking, Nov. 29.—The late defeat 
of the revolutionists at Hankow and 
Hanyang and their consequent surren­ 
der of Wuchang has strengthened the 
premier’s optimism and convinced him 
that the pacification of China is within 
sight. 
Officials here share this belief 
and say the rebellion will peter out in 
a few days and that peace will be re­ 
stored except for local disorders. 
Everybody, including the foreigners 
here, would welcome such a denoue­ 
ment with delight. Business has been 
paralyzed for weeks, while the danger 
to the lives of foreigners has become 
daily more threatening. 
There would 
be general relief from the fears that 
have so long been prevalent. It would, 
however, be premature to predict a 
speedy settlement. 
The result of the 
victory in the Yangtse northern prov­ 
ince© may be the dawn, but the south 
has not yet been heard from. 
Yuan Shih Kai said General Li Yuan 
Hung, the rebel leader, had asked for 
an armistice to enable him to nego­ 
tiate for the .peace and he (the pre­ 
mier) had agreed. 
He said he found 
Ll Yuan Hung personally very willing 
to co-operate with him in carrying out 
the premier’s scheme for a limited 
monarchy, but the republica© chieftain 
stipulated that all the provinces must 
concur in this. 
Yuan said he did not 
know the extent of General Li’s influ­ 
ence, but if it was so great as the rebel 
commander thought, all would be set­ 
tled. In this case nothing would stand 
in the way of the summoning of pro­ 
vincial delegates to confer together, 
which would be the best means of end­ 
ing the rebellion and placating all the 
interests of the empire. 


Swept Sailors Overboard. 
New York, Nov. 29.—The Fabre liner 
Santa Anna, just arrived from Mar­ 
seilles and Naples, encountered a wave 
IOO feet 'high last Thursday.

U. S. Marshal, Acting in the Interest 


of the Defense, Gave a Venirem an 


$500 as “ Earnest” Money and Put Up 
ar. Additional $3,500 For Future Ef­ 


fective Service. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 29.—With 
lightning 
swiftness 
the 
monotony 
which has marked the calling of jurors 
for the trial of J. B. McNamara, alleged 
dynamiter, 
vanished 
when 
former 
Deputy United States Marshal Bert H. 
Franklin 
was 
placed under arrest, 
charged 
with 
attempting 
to 
bribe 
George Lockwood, a prospective juror 
in the McNamara case. 
He has been 
serving as an investigator for the de­ 
fense. 
After several hours in jail 
Franklin was released, Lecompte Da­ 
vis, one of the attorneys for the de­ 
fense in the McNamara case, punting 
up $10,000 cash bail. 
The alleged 
bribery caused a sensation and the 
courtroom proceedings were submerg­ 
ed in the tense interest developed by 
the arrest and bribery charge. 
Two others 
were 
arrested 
with 
Franklin. 
They were “Cap” C. E. 
White, a brother of a former sheriff 
of this county, and George Lockwood. 
Lockwood’s name appears on the elev­ 
enth venire of talesmen, which appear­ 
ed in court yesterday in answer to 
summons for possible service as jur­ 
ors in the McNamara case. 
“Earnest’’ money in the sum of $500 
in the form of a single paper bill, is 
alleged by Detective Browne to have 
been passed to Ixickwood by Franklin 
immediately prior to the arrest. Frank­ 
lin is charged with bribery on two sep­ 
arate counts. On the first count>he is 
charged with giving $500 to Lockwood, 
and it is alleged that Franklin further 
promised to give him $3,500 additional 
to influence his vote and directing him 
to brins: in a vote of net guilty in the 
trial of McNamara. 
A second state­ 
ment charges him with corruptly at­ 
tempting to influence a person drawn 
as a juror. The complaint was sworn 
to by Detective Browne. 
For two weeks or more Browne and 
his men have had Franklin under sur 
veillance, according to the district at 
torney. The investigation that the dis 
trict attorney said was begun as a re­ 
sult of rumors which had come to the 
district attorney’s office to the effect 
that Franklin had been trying to or 
had bribed two other prospective jur­ 
ors in the McNamara case. The names 
of these two the district attorney re­ 
fuses to make public, but states that 
a thorough investigation will be made 
of these reports. 
Four thousand dollars is alleged to 
have figured in the transaction. 
Five 
hundred dollars of this amount is al­ 
leged by the detectives to have passed 
from the hands of Franklin to Lock- 
wood in full view of the detectives 
and a stranger who was passing at the 
time. 
The other $3,500 was given by 
Franklin 
to 
White, 
so 
Detective 
Browne says. 
When 
arrested 
these 
men 
were 
searched 
The $500 bill was found on 
Lockwood and the $3,500 was found on 
White. 
The $500 is alleged by the 
detectives to have been the “earnest” 
money, while the remaining amount 
was to have been paid Lockwood in 
the event he qualified, became a juror 
in the case and succeeded in securing 
an acquittal or a hung-jury. 
The results of this sensation prom­ 
ise to be far-reaching. They may even 
defeat Job Harriman, the Socialist can­ 
didate for mayor of Los Angeles, for 
Harriman is one of the attorneys for 
McNamara, and there is no possibility 
of keeping the affair out of politics. 
It is understood in political circles that 
Franklin was slated for chief of police 
in the event of Hanum ans election. 
Clarence Barrow, chief counsel for Mc­ 
Namara, denied all knowledge of the 
alleged bribery when questioned about 
it. 
Lecompte Davis declared it to be 
a “frame-up.” Harriman said he knew 
nothing of it, having taken little part 
in the trial since he became a candi­ 
date for mayor. 
Franklin protested 
innocence. 
District Attorney J. D. 
Fredericks predicted more sensational 
disclosures.

Grave of Five Who Died of Smallpox 
in 1811 Found In Bellerica, 
Mass. 


Closely adjoining the site of the 
Boston & Maine car shops in Billerica, 
the surveyors discovered a gravestone 
marking the spot where IOO years ago 
five persons, victims of smallpox, w’ere 
buried. 
The stone is still in good condition, 
although mossy with age. 
The foot 
stone as well as the headstone is 
solid, giving evidence of careful work 
on the part of the ones who placed it 
there. 
The grave was evidently chosen a 
century ago as a secluded spot, and 
when found trees, 
underbrush 
and 
shrubbery nearly hid it from sight. 
The words on this headstone are: 
Erected in memory of and to desig­ 
nate the place where Asa Grost, Jr., 
Levi Frost, Eleanor Farmer, Sarah 
Hodgman 
and 
Samuel 
Batchelder 
were buried, who died of smallpox, 
August, 1811. 
At first the Boston & Maine con­ 
sidered getting the consent of the 
state to remove the stone and the 
dust of the bodies, but it has been de­ 
cided to let the grave remain where 
it is. 
So these five persons 
will 
rest 
where they are and their bed of the 
last century will not be disturbed. No 
relative of the ones buried seem at 
all concerned about the grave and it 
is doubtful if any descendants 
of 
them are living in Billerica or Lowell 
at the present time.
